Last weekend this reporter had the chance to spend a few days 
in the faraway kingdom of South Dakota. It was on Saturday even- 
ing alt one of the local bars that I noticed an abundance of U. S. 
Army uniforms and Upoii further inquiry my date told me that the’ 
majority of these were college students last semestm*. I quickly 
gulped another beer and tried to forget about my own somewhait 
sub-cum laude status. So as not to ruin the virile image I had been 
trying to portray to this very feminine creature, I murmured a 
nervous “What, me w^nry ?” 

I managed ito inundate my worries that night, but when I re- 
turned to home grounds I came face to face wth the uninsuring 
words of Col. Robert K. Custer, Indiana State Director of Selective 
Service, and Lt. Gen. Lewis B. Hershey, director of the Selective 
Service. According to Col. Custer there is a good possibility that 
college students may be drafted if induction call? continue at their 
present rate or higher. If this is the case the drafting of college 
students may go into effect in June or July of this year. 

To determine which students might be called up Col. 

Custer mentions, two possible procedures: scholastic rank 
College Qualification Test. The College 
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Saint Joseph's Is Recipient Of 
Government Work-Study Grant 


Father Charles Robbins, C.PP.S., 
registrar and director of student 
financial aids, has announced that 
Saint Joseph’s College has receiv- 
ed a government grant of $13,500. 
The funds were allocated to the 
college for the purpose of estab- 
lishing a work-study program as 
initiated by the Economic Oppor- 
tunity Act of 1964 and amended 
in the Higher Education Act of 
1966. 

Under the work-study program, 
the federal government pays. 90 
percent of a student’s part-time 
wages and the college contributes 
the other 10 percent. This means 
that the overall student employ- 
ment budget provided by the col- 
lege for its fiscal year ending in 
July has jumped from $46,000 to 
$61,000 with 90 percent of the 
$16,000 increase granted by ^ the 
government and 10 percent contri- 
buted by the college. 

Accompanying the grant are 
certain stipulations with which 
the college must conform. 
Most important is an agree- 
ment that the college will not 
use the new funds to pay stu- 
dents already employed. In- 
stead, it must create new jobs. 
One of the primary functiotis 
of the work-study program is 
to encourage col^gee to .assist 
studmits financially by open- 
ing more employment posi- 
tions to them- * 

A student may work no more« 
than" 16 hours a week for which 
he will receive one dollar an hour. 
However, during vacation periods 
he may work as many as 40 hours 
a week earning $1.26 hourly. 

All needy students are eligible 
for the program, but those from 


mum of 30 hours at one dollar an 
hour. Under the work-study plan, 
prefects will now be making about 
twice what they were before. 

Other newly created jobs on 
campus which are financed 
under the work-study program 
include student typists and 
maintenance positions. In the 
future, students will also be 
employed in Rensselaer and 
the surrounding area under 
the new plan.

low-income families ($3,000 an- 
nually or less) will be given pre- 
ference. . A confidential financial 
statement is required alt the time 
of application. 

The new work-study program is 
already in effect on the Saint Joe 
campus. This semester 11 student 
prefects were selected on the basis 
of their need for financial aid to 
take part in the program. Whereas 
before prefects were merely 
exempt from a $110 room charge 
each semester, those who qualify 
will now receive instead a biweek- 
ly check that may cover a maxi- 


and the use of 
Qualification Test is presently being prepared and will be 
available in a matter of weeks to all male college students 
on a voluntary basis. By taking this ^est the student will 
show that he wants a deferment and, at the same time, be 
given the chance to offset a low class sttuiding. 

Lt. Gen. Hershey has stated that he hopes t;p have a screening 
system in operation by the end of this spring semester and only a 
strong protest from college heads and educators pould prevent him 
from reactivating the Korean War formula. Thi^ plan stated that 
college males in the lower half of the freshman class, the lower 
third of tha sophomore class and the lower fourth of the junior class 
likely to have their deferments revoked. Seniors were per-

mitted to finish undergraduate study, but those fishing to attend 
graduate school had to be in the upper quarter of their class. 

It seems then that Hershey is determined! to reactivate the 
Korean plan if present demands for manpower doj pot diminish. 

After class standing has been determined and tests have been 
scored, however, the question of whether a studenit is deferred is 
ultimately decided by the student’s local ‘draft board. They have a 
choice of using the class standing, test results, or a combination, 
or neither. 

For local information I approached Father Charles 
Robbins, C%PP.S., who is in charge of student jclassification 
as registrar of the college. He assured me that no changes 
hav% been made in the draft laws but that revisions are 
being studied and announcement “will be made in the very 
near future.” 

When asked of the ppssibililty of rettuming to: the Korean plan 
he stated, “It is very likely to go into effect . . . but as yet no 
statement has been published.” But will Saint Joseph’s College be 
effected if the Korean plan is once again utilized?

At recent meetings the Student Life Committee has been 
examining Stuff’s position as a publication under the juris- 
diction of the director of development. To our knowledge 
these meetings have not yet resulted in any definite action to 
change the status of Stuff. 

In most colleges and universities, the student newspaper 
is either independent or the product of the journalism depart- 
ment. Either of these positions is the paper’s proper place. But 
being small, Stuff must necessarily rely on the college for 
financial support. However, there appears to be no reason 
why the paper cannot be made subordinate to the journalism 
department and thus be removed from the jurisdiction of the 
Development Office. 

In being subject to the Development Office, there is 
the implication that Stuff should function as a pubhc 
relations organ. At present this clearly is not the role Stuff is 
fulfilling, nor should it be the role of any student newspaper. 
The president of Saint Joseph’s in a letter printed in our 
January 7 issue states himself that “the paper is a vehicle of 
student expression” and that he does not believe it is a public 
relations organ.
